1 . A terminal disclaimer was filed in case 1 0/429,841 (Patent No. 6,939,600) over 
the present Application on November 26, 2004, which overcomes the obvious double 
patenting rejection mailed on November 23, 2005. 

Claim 16 has been cancelled, rendering claims 1-11 and 17-20 allowed and 
renumbered as claims 1-15. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art does not teach or suggest the recited opaque, white film article further including 
a modulus of elasticity in the transverse direction of greater or equal to 4200 N/mm 2 . 
Additionally, the closest prior art does not teach or suggest the recited opaque, white 
film further including a modulus of elasticity in the machine direction of at least 3300 
N/mm 2 and in the traverse direction of greater than or equal to 4200 N/mm 2 ; tear 
strengths in the machine direction of greater than or equal to 120 N/mm 2 and in the 
traverse direction of greater than or equal to 170 N/mm 2 and elongations at break of 
greater than or equal to 120% in the machine direction and greater than or equal to 50% 
in the traverse direction. The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for 
modification to make the invention as instantly claimed.
